WASHINGTON (NC) — Continued 


condemnation of any first use of nuclear 
weapons along with a subtle shift away 
from support for the nuclear freeze is 
contained in the new third draft of the 
U.S. bishops’ proposed pastoral letter on 
war and peace. 

The third draft, mailed to the bishops 
just before Easter and released for 
publication April 6, includes much of the 
same material found in the second draft, 
which condemned several aspects of U.S. 
deterrence policy. 


Pope’s fifth Easter 
message: Solidarity

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II closed his fifth Easter celebration 
as pope April 3 by declaring the Church’s 
solidarity with the hungry, the 
unemployed, the victims of terror and 
civil war, and the ‘‘martyrs of the faith in 
Christ.”’ 


“We are with you who suffer from 
misery and hunger, sometimes assisting 
at the agony of children who are calling 

_ gut for bread,”’ he said in his Urbi et Orbi 


“WE ARE with you, all the victims of 
terror, locked up in prisons or 
concentration camps, consumed by ill 
treatment or by torture,’’ Pope John Paul 
added. ‘‘We are with you who live in the 
nightmare of daily threats of violence or

BUT IN response to critiques of the 
second draft by the bishops and others, 
the third draft expands or redevelops 
several sections, making the 178-page 
document considerably longer than the 
second draft it replaces. 


The new draft will be considered by the 
nation’s more than 300 bishops at a 
special meeting in Chicago May 2-3. 
Though approval of the document is by 
no means certain, a majority of bishops 
said at their November general meeting 
— at which the second draft was the 
major topic of discussion —- that they 
supported the general thrust of the 
proposed pastoral. 


Because of that the third draft follows 
almost exactly the same outline as the 
second. It begins with religious 
perspectives on peace, moves into a 
discussion of war and peace in the 
modern world, follows with a section on 
proposals for the promotion of peace, and 
concludes with commentary on the 
pastoral challenge facing the Church. 


BUT THERE are several key 
differences between the second and third 
drafts: :

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Preemies: Burden of proof on abortionists 


An SC News Analysis 


The recent births of two premature, one-pound babies 
and. a healthy three-pound baby two months after his 
mother was declared legally dead have again put the 
burden of proof on abortionists who say such infants are 
not viable human beings. Two of the births were here in 
California. 


A baby weighing one-pound, one-ounce was born 18 
weeks prematurely af San Diego’s Children’s Hospital 
Feb. 8. Ernestine Hudgins, daughter of Gloria Patterson 
and Ernest Hudgins, had reached the weight of one- 
pound, 14-ounces by March 30 and doctors gave her a 95 
percent chance of survival. 


DR. MORTON L. COHEN, medical director of the 
neonatal unit at Children’s Hospital said, ‘‘She is very 
special. Her lungs should not have been developed at all, 
and her brain should not have been developed to the point 
where it could tell her to breathe.”’ 


Ernestine was born after only 22 weeks of gestation, 
generally considered too young to be viable.

HILLCREST — The county’s first 


Adolescent Care Unit for those 11-17 opened March 31 at 
“Mercy Hospital and Medical Center. The new section 
was designed for teenagers who usually resent being 


hospitalized with infants and toddlers and because they 

are ‘‘equally uncomfortable in an adult or elderly 

setting,’’ Dr, Stephen Carson, acting director of the new 
unit, said. 


“Viability is only dependent on the extent of the 
sophistication of the medical equipment available to keep 
these kids alive, and this goes to prove it,”’ said Dan 
Donehey, a spokesman for the National Right to Life 
Committee. 


A BABY BOY survived a second-trimester abortion in 
early February at the New Jersey College of Medicine 
and Dentistry University Hospital in Newark. Hospital 
spokesmen did not give the exact age or weight of the 
baby but said he apparently suffered only minor 
neurological damage. 


The abortion was performed by Dr. E. Wyman 
Garrett, who has been trying to set up a second-trimester 
abortion out-patient procedure in New Jersey. State 
regulations would have to be changed and the hospital 
would have to give permission. : 


And a healthy three-pound boy was delivered two 
months after his mother was legally dead, doctors at the 
University of California hospital said March 30. 


THE BABY was nine weeks premature and suffered 
minor respiratory problems but had ‘‘excellent’’ chances 
of survival, a doctor said. 


After a Caesarean delivery, the mother was removed 
from life-support systems and soon stopped breathing. A 
hospital spokesman said she had suffered a brain seizure 
Jan: 24, When her brain stopped functioning the woman 
was declared legally dead but. her husband and parents 
elected to keep her on life support until the baby’s birth.

BISHOPS AFRAID? — The U.S. 
bishops’ proposed pastoral on war and 
peace “‘is permeated by fear...an unholy 
terror unbefitting men of faith,’’ a group 
of lay Catholics in Dallas stated in a letter 
which urged major changes in the 
document. The group, Concerned 
Catholics for Peace Through Strength, 
expressed ‘‘dismay, disappointment and 
concern’? in the statement that was sent to 
U.S. bishops. The proposed pastoral, 
‘with its expression of terror that man 
will destroy all life, contradicts’’ the 


Church’s ‘“‘fundamental belief?’ in~ 


Christ’s second coming, the group said. 
AMNESTY ASKED — In an open 
letter to President Reagan, Bishop John 
Jj. Fitzpatrick of Brownsville, Texas, 
asked the president to grant amnesty to all 
Salvadoran and other Central American 
refugees awaiting a solution to the 
military and political upheaval in their 
homelands. Central Americans seeking 
political asylum who enter this country 
illegally face arrest and deportation by the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service. 
NEW DIOCESE — Pope John Paul II 
established the new Diocese of Lubbock, 
Texas, and named Msgr. Michael 
~ Sheehan, 43, a pastor in Grand Prairie, 
Texas, as its first bishop. He also named 
Father Robert H. Brom, 44, pastor of 
Sacred Heart Cathedral in Winona, 
Minn., bishop of Duluth, Minn. The 
pontiff also appointed three auxiliary 
bishops to Cardinal Terence Cooke of

CATHEDRAL COLLAPSES — A 
major earthquake registering 5.5 on the 
Richter scale shook the southern 
Colombian city of Popayan March 31, 
severely damaging the cathedral and 


injuring about 500 people. Archbishop ~ 


Silverio Buitrago of Popayan said the city 
was ‘“‘half-destroyed’’ and that the 
cathedral had collapsed, burying as many 
as 100 people who were attending Holy 
Week services. Popayan, a city of about 
200,000, is 235 miles southwest of 
Bogota, in the Cordillera central 
mountain range. Radio reports said the 


Church of Santo Domingo, another 
colonial-era building in the city, had also 
collapsed. 


‘TERROR’ REIGNS — Zimbabwe’s 
army has been killing and maiming 
hundreds of innocent people in a “‘reign 
of terror’’ in the southern province of 
Matabeleland, according to the country’s 
Catholic bishops. ‘‘Violent reaction 
against dissident activity has, to our 
certain knowledge, brought about the 
maiming and death of hundreds of 
innocent people who are neither 
dissidents nor collaborators,’’ they 
charged. The army methods ‘“‘have 
degenerated into brutality and atrocity’’ 
they stated in the strongest public 
condemnation of the military since Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe began anti- 
rebel operations last January. 

U.S. BULLETS? — Refugees from El 
Salvador are in the United States because 
they realize ‘‘that the only place they can 
flee our bullets is in the midst of us,’’ said 
Lutheran Pastor Gustav Schultz at a press 
conference at which a coalition of 
California religious, labor and political 
leaders objected to Reagan 
administration proposals to send an 
additional $110 million in military aid to 
EI] Salvador. Among the speakers present 
were Maryknoll Fathers and Brothers in 
San Francisco, the public policy adviser 
to the Oakland diocese, and 
representatives of  California’s 
congressional delegation. 

REPENTANCE — Transforming his 
weekly general audience into a Liturgy of 
the Word, Pope John Paul II prayed that 
the Holy Year of Redemption would lead 
a troubled world toward ‘‘repentance of 
sins and an aspiration to holiness.’’ It was 
the first general audience of the Holy 
Year, the first to include Bible readings, a 
penitential act and a profession of faith, 
and the first in 1983 to be held in St. 
Peter’s Square. About 20,000 . people 
attended the audience at which the pope 
prayed to Our Lady of Czestochowa, 
Poland’s patroness. 


NEW INQUEST — A British appeals 
court has ordered a new inquest into the 
death of Roberto Calvi, sa controversial 
Italian banker connected with the Vatican 
Bank, found hanging from a bridge in 
London last June. The initial inquest had 
judged his death a suicide. The appeals 
court made its decision March 29 in 
response to an appeal by the lawyer of the 


- Calvi family, which believes Calvi was 


murdered. The president of the Banco 
Ambrosiano, Italy’s largest private bank, 
Calvi was known as ‘‘God’s banker’’

BOOED — Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago and the pastor of 
St. Paschal Catholic Church expressed 
their sorrow after Chicago’s Democratic 
mayoral candidate, Harold Washington, 
and former Vice President Walter 
Mondale were booed at the church. 
Cardinal Bernardin was ‘‘saddened that 
Christian courtesy and civility were not 
extended’’ to the men when they attended 
Palm Sunday Mass at the church which is 
on Chicago’s predominantly white 
northwest side. The pastor of the Catholic 
Church said of the incident, ‘‘I’ve been a 
priest for 36 years. Maybe I didn’t get the 
message of love across.”’ 

INAUGURATED — In the Holy 
Land, the Latin Patriarch of Jerusalem 
inaugurated the Holy Year of 
Redemption in ceremonies at the 
Annunciation Basilica in Nazareth. The 
basilica in the Galilean town is located on 
the site traditionally believed to be the 
scene of the annunciation to Mary that 
she would give birth to Jesus Christ. Prior 
to the beginning of the Holy Year, Pope 
John Paul II named the Patriarch of 
Jerusalem special papal envoy in the Holy 
Land during the Holy Year. 


DISAPPEARED — Karl Gaspar, 35, 
the first layman to serve as executive 
secretary of the Mindanoan-Sulu Pastoral 
Conference, serving 17 Philippine 
dioceses, disappeared March 26, 
according to Maryknoll sources. The 
director of the Maryknoll Justice and 
Peace Office said that Gaspar disappeared 
after either stopping at the home of West 
German friends whom the Philippine 
military had arrested, or after he had 
visited the Davao City ecumenical center, 
which the military had raided two days 
earlier. Six persons, including a United 
Church of Christ minister, -were 
reportedly arrested at the home of the 
Germans.

LOMA PORTAL — The worth of the 
parish parochial school is obvious.

_ ONE OF those shared relationships is 
Passover, the main subject of Rabbi 
Gottesman’s March 25 talk. Jesus

the Last Supper, so there is a distinct 
relationship. between Passover and 
Easter,’’the rabbi explained. 


‘“‘We drink wine and eat matzoh 
mainly to remember the bread the 
Israelites did not have time to let rise,’’ 
said Rabbi Gottesman. 


The Jewish Seder meal, eaten this year 
on March 28-and 29, is ‘‘where we talk 
about the time when we left Egypt,’’ the 
rabbi said. Special blessings, prayers, 
songs, food and table settings make the

The 
vegetable reminds them of their rebirth 
when they were freed.

Stewardship ’83 
ahead of last year 


SAN DIEGO — More than $2 million 
has already been pledged to Stewardship 
°83, said Father William A. Kraft, 
director of planned giving for the San 
Diego diocese. 


As of March 15, $2,000,789 had 
already been pledged; as of March 15, 
1982 the drive had netted $1,874,918, 
Father Kraft said. 


“IT SEEMS that when times are 
tough people appreciate what they have 
more and are more willing to share with 
people who don’t have,’’ he said. In times 
of prosperity “giving is notably less. It is 
a phenomenon in fundraising.’’ 


The close of Stewardship is technically 
Nov. 30, he said, but the diocese is 
encouraging continued parish-level work 
on the project. Father Kraft hopes 
parishes will enlist workers to visit door- 
to-door or to conduct telephone or mail 
campaigns so every San Diego area 
Catholic will have a chance to say ‘yes’ or 
‘no’ to the annual appeal.

principal, and Joseph Olchawa, parish 
religious education coordinator, did the 
bulk of the catechetical work with them. 


BRINGING THE nine into the 
Church as part of the school community 
‘‘was a good lesson for (their classmates), 
too,’’ said Sister Joseph. ‘“They learned 
about baptism first-hand and recognized 
that their own peers are coming into the 


Church.’’ 


In addition to the children, said Sister 
Joseph, at least two of the mothers are 
taking instructions from Father Callahan. 
‘“‘Some of the children asked baptism of 
themselves, and for the others, their 
parents made the request.’’ 


Some of the children come from 
Catholic families, said Sister Joseph, but 
were never baptized. The few non- 
Catholics in the 290-member St. Charles 
Borromeo School student body are 
required to:take the same religion classes 
as everyone else. 


WANTING TO ‘‘bé closer to God”’ 
and a desire for the Eucharist were among 
the reasons fourth-graders Jason Dowd, 
James Hallock and Noi Renee Dowd 
asked to be baptized, as did sixth-graders 
Erik Herndon and Daniel Denney. 


In addition, said sixth-grader Brent 
Schneider, ‘‘I want to be baptized in the 
Catholic faith because I believe it is the 
true faith and the Church Jesus founded. 
My teacher Sister Elsa (Petrovicz) has 
been an influence.’’ 


Another sixth-grader, Darren 
Schneider, and seventh-grader Michael 
Dowd, both credited their parents for the 
part they played in the decision to ask for 
baptism. 


“T WOULD like to become Catholic 
because I believe in the Catholic Faith. I 
think I’m ready to become Catholic 
because I love and understand the 
religion and its beliefs. I love God,’’ said 
eighth-grader Kim Norman.”’ 


Because of their newness in the faith 
and all that has happened to them in such 
a short time, said Sister Joseph, the older 
children have asked to. delay 
confirmation; their classmates will be 
confirmed by Bishop Leo T. Maher on 
April 14. 


The school community itself, its ties to 
the parish church, and the parish 
community also had a lot to with the 
decision of the children, she noted. But 
also asking for baptism and starting a 
similar program are two public-school 
students.

Are the bishops radical? 


I find it laughable, this tendency for many of the nation’s 
commentators to call our bishops liberals, Socialists, even 
soft on Communism because of their proposed pastoral on 
nuclear arms. 

It sounds a lot like another such situation back in 1919 
and 1920. The bishops’ Administrative Committee then 
was called ‘‘near Bolsheviki.’” A New York State 
investigative committee spoke of a ‘‘certain group in the 
Catholic Church with leanings toward Socialism.’’ 

And what had the bishops’ board done to merit such 
names? The Administrative Committee of the forerunner 
of what is now the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
had issued a statement on social problems and proposed 
some remedies. 

It was that list that brought the charge of Socialism and 
Bolshevism. The 11 suggestions included things like 
minimum wage laws; unemployment insurance; a 
program similar to Social Security; anti-child labor laws; 
public housing; and anti-monopoly laws. 

In 10 or 15 years, all but one of those recommendations 
had become law. So much for the accusation of Socialism 
and Bolshevism. 

The moral principles cited in the drafts of the proposed 
pastoral are anything but liberal or far out. They are moral 
principles about war, non-combatants, proportional harm 
— principles that have been standard Catholic moral 
teaching for many years. 


The ensuing discussion since the publication of the 
proposed pastoral has led to tremendous good. It has, after 
all, brought into the headlines of our country a public 
discussion on the morality of war, or at least a certain kind 
of war. 

This, in itself, is anotable accomplishment. At least we 
now have morality right up front with money and military 
strategy. 

Once a people establishes the fact that it is deeply 
concerned about morality in war, its leaders must widen 
their own discussion of military plans. 


Our leaders, in the recent past, held to a nuclear defense 
plan based on the destruction of Russia’s people (and they 
the destruction of ours) without any real objection to that 
philosophy — outside the theological press. 


We should thank God that is no longer the case — and 
we should pray that a continued public discussion will 
make it impossible for that to be the case again. 


A second good has been the give-and-take of the whole 
discussion. The bishops have said one purpose of the whole 
matter has been to engage the public in a discussion of the 
moral principles involved. 

They have gotten that discussion with a vengeance. And 
traditionally it is discussion that develops theology. The 
pro and con arguments have altered the pastoral and will 
probably alter it even more. 

That’s the way theology has always developed — with 
great thinkers changing their minds because. of better 
arguments offered by their colleagues. 

If it is public awareness of the issue that the bishops 
wanted, they are getting it. 


If it is public acknowledgement that moral theology is 


important enough for headlines that the bishops wanted, : 


they are getting it. 


I think it is all for the good — of the nation and of the 
Church.

Holy Thursday letter to priests 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II called on priests 
to make the 1983 Holy Year ‘‘a year of renewal in the priestly 
vocation’’ and reminded them of their special role as ‘‘the 
teachers of God’s truth about forgiveness and remission”’ of sins. 


In his annual letter to the world’s clergy for Holy Thursday, 
the pope spoke about the significance of the Holy Year of 
Redemption, which began March 25 and is to end ‘April 22, 
1984, Easter Sunday. . 


““The jubilee year is understood by the Church as a time for 
spiritual renewal for others, for our brothers and sisters in the 
Christian vocation, then we must be witnesses to it, and 
spokesmen for it, to ourselves: the Holy Year of the Redemption 
as a year of renewal in the priestly vocation.’’ 


The pope called Holy Thursday ‘‘the day on which, together 
with the Eucharist, the ministerial priesthood was instituted by 
Christ,’’ and linked it to Christ’s post-resurrection granting to 
the apostles of ‘‘the power to forgive sins.”’ 


“During the jubilee year, may you succeed in being in a 
special way the teachers of God’s truth about forgiveness and 
remission, as this truth is constantly proclaimed by the Church,”’ 
he wrote. 


‘Present this truth in all its spiritual richness,’’ the pope 
added. ‘‘Seek the ways to impress it upon the minds ‘and 
consciences of the men and women of our time.”’ 


“The jubilee year is meant to be a call to repentance and 
conversion,’’ he said. ‘‘If this call‘is generously received, it will 
bring about a sort of movement ‘from below,’ which, beginning 
with the parishes and various communities...will give fresh life to 
the dioceses and thus cannot fail to exercise a positive influence 
on the whole church.”’ 


Pope John Paul described the Holy Thursday letter as a 
“manifestation of my heartfelt love’’ and closed it with an appeal 
to “‘pray for the one who writes to you, that he may never lack 
this love, about which Christ the Lord three times questioned 
Simon Peter.’ |

° Blessed are those musicians who discipline their tendency to 
whisper a few words, rearrange the music stand or re-tune their 
instruments, but who instead remain quiet and still.

What difference does being Christian make? 


It is likely that historians will dub the last three decades 
of our history as the ‘‘Jesus era,’’ because of the 
proliferation of so-called Christian sects and cults that 
have risen and fallen in that time. There has been, I 
believe, a real awakening of Christianity since the Second 
Vatican Council and an honest desire to understand and 
implement the message of Christ; but what has been more 
typical has been the adoption of Jesus of Nazareth as a 
kind of cult figure by foot-loose, half-coherent wanderers 
desperately looking for something or someone to believe 
in. 


Many young people have claimed to have ‘‘accepted 
Christ’’ and been converted while apparently feeling no 
compulsion to break from their drug/sex dominated sub- 
cultures. Others have molded their Jesus into an ally in 
their irresponsible, anti-social and non-contributing 
lifestyles. There has been a widespread misunderstanding 
of what conversion to Christ actually demands of us, and 
a complacent delusion that Jesus would be much happier 
in the post-hippie culture than the hardworking, home- 
owning, church-going ‘‘others’’ who also claim to be 
Christian. 


OF COURSE, there is a delusion among church-goers, 
too, as to just what being a Christian and committed to 
the humble man of Nazareth really means. I suppose no 
one has ever been more misunderstood than He, both 
during His lifetime and since. We tend to use Him for our 
own purposes and mold His image to where it would

stand in approval of what we would like our lives to be like 
or what most gratifies our self-esteem. 


Usually, if one were to ask a fairly typical group of 
Christians what their Christianity has meant in their 
lives, the majority will come up with a virtuous list of 
moral attitudes and humane concepts. Being Christian 
means being nice to people and not being judgmental; 
being kind and forgiving; helping those down-and-out, 
and so on. The realization that so-called Christian virtues 
have been practiced by heathens, atheists and non- 
Christians for centuries can be quite a shock. Virtue is not 
a Christian monopoly. Christians, of course, should live 
moral lives, but the need for moral living is recognized 
and practiced as essential to the fibre of society even by 
those who deny Christ. 


Something distinguishes Christian moral life — there 
must be something more and we need to know what it is. 
We may move from a non-Christian moral life to 
conversion to Christ and a whole new concept of life, but 
what is this newness? We can see that there is something 
delusive about a conversion which leaves us still in our 
sinful environment and locked in a destructive and evil 
direction, but if we move from one life of virtue to 
another, what changes? 


IF CONVERSION to the ‘‘newness’’ of Christian 
attitudes does not necessarily involve a change in moral 
attitude, what does a person gain? What is it that the 


cradle Christian can offer to the about-to-be-born-again? 
If we believe that all Christ asks of us is to be ‘‘nice”’ to 
each other and ‘‘care’’ for the less fortunate, are we going 
to be able to satisfy either their questions or our own? 


Our Easter ‘‘newness,’’ the newness of Christian 
baptism, does not mean that the circumstances of our 
lives will necessarily change for the better or that we 
might abdicate our responsibility towards our world, but 
that we come to see life in a different way and our 
responsibility in a different light. In Jesus we are able to 
see what it means to be truly a child of God and how 
sanctified the human condition can be when it is totally 
aligned with His will and His plan. We see that the way to 
perfect human freedom and fulfillment lies in obedience 
to God and a total giving over of self in service to Him 
and His people. 


It is not moral strictures that make a Christian, but this 
vision of co-operation with and faithfulness to His vision 
of the universe. Because we are reborn in His Spirit we 
receive the same opportunity as adoptive \‘sons, and 
daughters to carry both the mission and message\of Christ 
in the same way He did — not by moving away from the 
limitations of our human condition but by using them as 
the foundation for the structure of His Kingdom. 


IF WE ARE to draw all people to Christ, we need to 
know for ourselves just what that means and how we can 
activate it in our own lives before we can extend its call to 
them. 


The Poor Sisters of Nazareth — | 


The story of the coming of the Poor Sisters of Nazareth 
to labor in the Diocese of Los Angeles-San Diego actually 
begins in the San Diego archives with a letter from Father 
John J. Brady, pastor of St. Joseph’s Church (1919-1929) 


to Father Joseph C. Mesny, then in charge of Mission 


San Diego de Alcala. Father Mesny was residing in La 
Jolla at the time. Dated November 25, 1923, the letter 
mentions that the Sisters of Nazareth were about to come 
to San Diego to‘open an orphanage at the Old Mission, 
and the bishop was anxious to know the amounts of 
monthly or yearly receipts of the Old Mission property, 
sands, house and the 58-acre ranch, as well as the total of 
funds in the bank in the name of the Mission. 


Father Mesny answered immediately that many loads 
of sand were hauled away almost every day by people but 
that it was nearly impossible to collect fees, which were 10 
cents a load, or ton, and later 25 cents. He also mentioned 
that a certain responsible gentleman drew up a contract to 
pay 15 cents a ton in monthly payments for a year. 


Moral Perspectives

It is no secret that male sterilization (vasectomy) and 
female sterilization (tubal ligation) are means used more 
frequently by many people, including some Catholic 
people, to address various personal and _ familial 
difficulties concerning birth regulation. 


This question of sterilization is a very serious moral 
problem; as well as being a very sensitive and complex 
dilemma. ~ 


IN 1977 the United States Conference of Catholic 
Bishops issued a revised edition of the 1971 Ethical and 
Religious Directives for Catholic Health Facilities. 


These Directives present specific Catholic teaching about 
care for a patient in a Catholic health facility, as well as 
dealing with certain concrete issues such as the Church’s 
teaching about human life (abortion and sterilization). 


A sterilization procedure 7s permissible under certain 
conditions. The conditions demand that the sterilization 
procedure be immediately and directly pointed to the 
cure, diminution or prevention of a serious pathological 
condition. Therefore a sterilization procedure cannot be 
directly contraceptive in intent. 


SUFFICIENT MEDICAL reasons must be present in

The Mesny correspondence also shows that in 1921, 10 
acres were rented to Chinese farmers for $70 a year. 


The. mother-general of the Sisters of Nazareth in 
Hammersmith, England, wired Archbishop John J. 
Cantwell on April 6, 1924, that four of her Sisters had 
sailed from South Hampton on the Aguitaniz. They 
arrived in New York on April 11, and four days later left 
for Los Angeles. This pioneer group was detained only 
temporarily at Ellis Island. Three of the Sisters were 
admitted on parole for six months pending the decision of 
the higher court. The fourth Sister could have obtained

order to permit a sterilization procedure. Excluded are all 
sterilizations which would be performed because of fear or 
expectation that a present illness might be aggravated by 


‘a future pregnancy. 


Between 1972 and 1973, many questions were raised by 
serious-minded theologians and physicians around the 
point of whether or not sterilizations for medical reasons 
could be permitted/tolerated in true ‘‘hardship cases.”’ 


What is an example of a ‘‘hardship case?’’ An example 
would concern a mother who has already given birth to 
one or more children and her physical condition is such 
that another pregnancy would create in her a serious 
medical problem that could cause her death. 


IN SUCH an example, could not a tubal ligation be 
performed, perhaps at the time of delivery of the current 
pregnancy, in order to safeguard her health by preventing 
any future possibility of pregnancy? 

On March 13, 1975, the Sacred Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith published a document entitled A 
Document Concerning Sterilization in Catholic Hospitals. 

What does this Document teach, especially in light of the 
“‘hardship case’ problem presented above? 


immediate admission but chose to remain with the other 
three Sisters. 


THE NAMES of these women were never mentioned 
in the letter from the director of the Bureau of 
Immigration of the National Catholic. Welfare 
Conference, Bruce M. Mohler. It wasidiscovered that.a 
certain Senator Shortridge, who was to have made all the 
necessary arrangements for their admission through the 
Labor Department in Washington, had done nothing. 
The Sisters did not have to spend the night on Ellis Island, 
however, because arrangements were made for them to 
stay at the Leo House in New York City. They. left New 
York for Chicago connections, and arrived in Los 
Angeles on Easter Sunday morning, 1924. The Sisters 
stayed with the Sisters of Mercy. 


The San Diego story from the archives begins with a 
letter from the Sisters of Mercy at St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
now Mercy Hospital, where they stayed until their house 
at 4031 Georgia St. was ready for occupancy. 


FIRST: ANY sterilization which of itself has the sole 
immediate effect of rendering the generative faculty 
incapable of procreation is to be considered direct 
sterilization and as such is absolutely forbidden. 


Second: direct sterilization of this kind damages the 
dignity of the human person. 


Third: sterility in itself is not intended for the greater 
good of the person since sterility in itself damages the 
integral good of a person. 


FOURTH: CATHOLIC hospitals may not directly 
approve of or consent to any actions which are themselves 
directed to a contraceptive end. 


It is clear from this official teaching of the Church that 
direct sterilization is absolutely forbidden since of itself it is 
not directed to the integral good of a person. 


The Document re-asserts traditional Catholic teaching, | 
that which maintains that direct sterilization deliberately 
deprives freely-chosen sexual activity of an essential 
element, its potential to procreate. 


The Document finally asserts that if Catholic hospitals 
have been performing or permitting contraceptive 
sterilizations, they must cease.

¢ The section condemning all first use of nuclear 
weapons is amended to include recognition of the role that 
NATO’s ‘‘flexible response’? doctrine has played in 
deterring Soviet aggression in Western Europe. But the 
draft also urges that flexible response — the policy that 
permits first use of nuclear weapons if NATO forces seem 
in danger of losing a conventional war — be replaced 
quickly with an adequate non-nuclear alternative; 


© Portions of the second draft’s section on deterrence 
are rewritten in response to comments by several bishops 
that the section was the pastoral’s most crucial and needed 
to be strengthened. But the revised discussion leads to 
many of the same conclusions, including a ‘‘conditional 
acceptance’’ of deterrence as a policy for preventing 
nuclear war;

In Madison, Wis., the survival of Carmen Hoxie, who 
weighed only one-pound, one-ounce shortly after birth, 
shows ‘‘inconsistency and a tremendous double 
standard’’ in society because larger babies are aborted 
regularly, according to Dan Zeidler of Milwaukee, 
executive director of Wisconsin Citizens Concerned for 
Life. 


CARMEN WEIGHED only one-pound, five-ounces 
and was 12 inches long when she was born March 8 at St. 
Mary’s Hospital in Madison, which is run by the Sisters 
of St. Mary. She was about three months premature. 


Dr. Willard J. Blankenship said March 25 that Carmen 
reached the lowest weight known of any infant alive. 
Blankenship, director of perinatal medicine at St. Mary’s, 
said, ‘‘She continues doing well. She’s a real fighter.’’ 


The baby dropped a few ounces in weight to a low of 
one-pound, one-ounce but weighed an additional three 
ounces as of March 30. The hospital predicted the baby 
will remain at St. Mary’s until the end of the normal 
gestation period, about the end of May. 


SIX LIVE births resulting from abortions have been 
reported at two other Madison hospitals — Madison 
General and University — since last spring. 


‘<I know for sure that one of the aborted babies weighed 
about two pounds,’’ said Zeidler. ‘‘More and more 
infants are surviving premature births at five and six 
months gestation. Medical science is sure to increase the 
chances for survival of babies born even earlier,’’ he said, 
and yet, ‘‘we’re killing much bigger babies in the womb. 


‘‘Obviously from our point of view an abortion done on 
a baby who is six months along is essentially no different 
than an abortion done at two months. But it’s easier for 
some people to justify earlier abortions than abortions on 
babies who are viable or potentially viable.”’ 

ZEIDLER SAID society will have to work out Some 
kind of action restricting abortions or admit that ‘‘we will 
abandon any kind of lip service to the sanctity of life.”’ 

Carmen is the daughter of Diane and Thomas Hoxie of 
Morrisonville, Wis. The Hoxies, who also have three 
sons, have been traveling the 15 miles between their home 
and the hospital. 

According to a hospital spokesman, Mrs. Hoxie had 
problems with her pregnancy which prompted the 
hospital to do a Caesarean section. Hopes were not high 
that the baby would live. 
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sign’’ of penance ‘‘in the name of peace,’’ and urge other 
Catholics to do the same; : 


e A new discussion of the various levels of moral 
authority with which the bishops speak is included, again 
because of criticism that the pastoral did not make clear 
that some of its arguments are morally binding and some 
are open to debate. 


The third draft, written by a committee of five bishops 
headed by Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago, was 
released a little more than two months after Cardinal 
Bernardin and other representatives of the U.S. bishops 
met at the Vatican to discuss the pastoral with Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli, papal secretary of state, and with 
representatives of the European bishops. 


Documents sent to the U.S. bishops in March revealed 
that among the major issues discussed at the meeting was 
the second draft’s analysis of deterrence, particularly in 
light of Pope John Paul II’s remarks on deterrence last 
year, and its views on_no first use of nuclear weapons. 


ON DETERRENCE — the concept that stockpiling 
arms will deter the enemy from attacking — the new draft 
argues for a “‘strictly conditioned moral acceptance’ of 
the principle, but~quickly adds that deterrence is not 
adequate as a long-term basis for peace and says there 
must be .‘‘continual public scrutiny’’ of deterrence 
policies. 

As did the second draft, the third draft calls attention to 
Pope John Paul II’s statement to the United Nations last 
June that deterrence based on balance may be judged 
‘‘morally acceptable’? when not used as an end in itself 
and when used as a step toward disarmament. 


But the new draft also attempts. to relate Pope John 
Paul’s general views on deterrence to specific U.S. 
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Draft allows a ‘strictly conditioned’ N-deterrence 


policies. 

THE DRAFT welcomes the fact that declared U.S. 
deterrence policy now excludes targeting civilian 
populations, but it notes that such a targeting scheme by 
itself does not make the policy moral. Many military 
targets are within civilian population centers, the draft 
says, meaning that if the deterrent is unleashed it is likely 
to cause massive civilian death, violating the moral 
principle of proportionality. 

That principle says the good to be achieved by a 
particular military action must be proportional to the evil 
inflicted. 


“These considerations of concrete elements of 
deterrence policy, made in light of John Paul II’s 
evaluation, but applying it through our own prudential 
judgments, lead us to a strictly conditioned moral 
acceptance of deterrence,’ the third draft says. “We 
cannot consider it adequate as a long-term basis for 
peace.”’ 


THE DETERRENCE section goes on to make several 
‘Sudgments and recommendations’? on the present 
direction of U.S. strategic policy. Though some are the 
same or similar to recommendations in the second draft, 
the third draft deletes a specific reference to the MX 
missile, which the second draft said ‘‘might fit’’ the 
category of a first-strike weapon. 

The discussion on first use, meanwhile, continues to 
oppose initiation of nuclear war on any scale. 

‘Because of the probable effects, the deliberate 
initiation of nuclear war, in our judgment, would be an 
unjustified moral risk,’’ according to the new draft.

BUT IN an entirely new addendum to the “‘first use”’ 
section, the third draft recognizes ‘‘the responsibility the 
United States has had and continues to have to protect 
allied nations from either a conventional or a nuclear 
attack.”’ 


Noting that NATO’s refusal to renounce first use of 
nuclear weapons has enhanced its deterrence against 
conventional attack, the bishops nonetheless ‘‘support 
NATO’s moving rapidly toward the adoption of a ‘no 
first use’ policy but doing so in tandem with development 
of an adequate alternative defense posture.’’ 


As for the nuclear freeze, the backing away in the third 
draft comes in a separate section on “‘specific steps to 


Two moving to sainthood? 


VATICAN CITY — The beatification process for 
Pope John XXIII is reportedly entering its final phase 
while the beginning of that process has begun for slain 
Archbishop Oscar Romero of El Salvador. 


An unconfirmed report said that the final phase of Pope 
John’s beatification process could be completed during 
the 1983-84 Holy Year of Redemption. 


THE REPORT was based on a study of a 20,000-page 
‘secret dossier’’ concerning the beatification process and 
on interviews with members of the Vatican’s 
Congregation for the Causes of-Saints. 


Pope John, who was born Angelo Giuseppe Roncalli, 
died June 8, 1963 after less than five years as pope. 
Because of streamlined procedures recently approved by 
Pope John Paul II for beatification causes, the cause of 
Pope John could be accelerated, and even be completed 
during the Holy Year, the report said. 


Archbishop Arturo Rivera Damas of San Salvador, El 
Salvador, is gathering evidence which could lead to the 
beatification of his controversial predecessor, Archbishop 
Oscar Romero, who was assassinated three years ago. 

FATHER JESUS Delgado, who was Archbishop 
Romero’s secretary for three years and who now holds the 
same position under Archbishop Rivera, told reporters in 
Rome that the archbishop is currently assembling a 
dossier on miracles attributed to Archbishop Romero. 

Archbishop Romero was shot to death as he celebrated 
Mass in a hospital chapel in San Salvador on March 24, 
1980. 

The miracles which have been attributed to. the 
deceased prelate have been ‘‘quantitatively, very many. 
As regards their quality, we are undertaking the necessary 
examinations,.’. Father Delgado said. Two miracles are 
necessary for beatification, a preliminary step toward 
-sainthood. adele 
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reduce the danger of war.” 


THOUGH NOT mentioning the freeze movement by 
name, the second draft said: ‘‘We urge the immediate 
end, by agreement of the nuclear states and to the extent 
compliance is verifiable, to the further development, 
production and deployment of major new nuclear 
weapons and «delivery systems. Not only should 
development and deployment of new weapons cease, the 
number of existing weapons must be reduced in a manner 
that reduces the danger of war.”’ 


The third draft, on the other hand, urges immediate 
agreements to ‘‘curb the testing, production and 
deployment of new nuclear weapons systems. Not only 
should steps be taken to end development and deployment 


- progressively, but the numbers of existing weapons must 
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be reduced in a manner which lessens the danger of war.’ 


At the same time though the third draft says that “‘the 
urgent need for control of the arms race requires a 
willingness for each side to take some first steps, that is, 
some independent initiatives.’’ 


IT ARGUES that there is precedent for successful 
independent initiatives, citing President Kennedy’s 
announcement in 1963 that the United States would 
unilaterally forgo further nuclear testing. A month later, 
according to the draft pastoral, Nikita Khrushchev 
*“proposed a limited test ban which eventually became the 
basis of the U.S.-Soviet partial test ban treaty.” 


In this same section the third draft offers a new analysis 
of the relationship of nuclear and conventional defenses. 
While acknowledging ‘“‘reluctantly’’ that it is more costly 
to maintain a conventional deterrent than a nuclear 
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deterrent, the bishops say it is their hope that ‘‘a 
significant reduction in numbers of conventional arms 


’ of the personal and professional choices facing you;’ 


and weaponry would go hand in hand with diminishing 
reliance on nuclear deterrence.” 


The third draft also repeats the second draft’s call for an 
independent commission to study whether current civil 
defense plans ‘‘or any other plans offer a realistic prospect 
of survival.”’ 


OTHER ELEMENTS of the new draft pastoral 
include: 


e A repeat of the second draft’s link of abortion and 
peace as issues involving ‘‘reverence for life.’’ The third 
draft, in an addition to the second, also wonders aloud 
why many who support the bishops on_ protecting 
innocent human beings from the horrors of nuclear war 
do not also support them on protecting innocent human 
life in the womb; 

@ Several revisions in a concluding section of 
messages to individual Catholics, such as those in the 
military or defense industry. The draft tells Catholics in 
the military that the bishops recognize the demanding 
moral standards they follow and remarks that the pastoral 
letter is not intended to ‘‘create problems’’ for them. It 
tells Catholics in defense industries that the bishops ‘‘do 
not presume or pretend that clear answers exist to many

e A section urging ‘‘every diocese and parish to 
implement balanced and objective educational programs 
to help people at all age levels to understand better the 
issues of war and peace;”’ 


e An endorsement of proposals to establish a United 
States Academy of Peace to provide a center for peace 
studies and activities; 

e A reiteration of the second draft’s analysis that a 
more integrated international system is needed to respond 
to the world’s interdependence. The new draft also 
expands on the argument that U.S. participation in 
multilateral development is an essential element of world 
security.

prayer, by patient endurance and by 
asking for the pardon and conversion of 
those who persecute you.”’ 


Others receiving papal prayers 
included refugees and ‘‘young people 
who are discouraged at not finding work, 
a home or the social dignity to which you 
aspire.” : 


THE POPE ended his Easter Sunday 
message by using 44 languages to greet a 
crowd of more than 250,000. The number 
of languages used was a new record and 
one more than the number used last year. 


The pontiff’s Easter morning Mass, 
celebrated in St. Peter’s Square, was 
marred by often violent rains and strong 
winds 


But despite the weather, more than a 
quarter-million people —_ including 
2U,00U participants in an Easter march 
against hunger and the arms race — had 
reached the square by the time the pope 
went to the basilica’s central loggia for the 
traditional U/rhi et Orbi talk. 

THE EASTER Mass and message 
were broadcast live to 25 countries and on 
a delayed basis to a dozen others. 


Continuing a now traditional practice 
begun four years ago, the pope heard the 
confessions of 17 Catholics in St. Peter’s 
Basilica on Good Friday. 


Pope John Paul, who went to his 
summer residence in Castelgandolfo 
April 4 for a two-day rest, began the busy 
four days of Holy Week activities with the 
Holy Thursday Chrism Mass March 31, 
concelebrated in St. Peter’s with 24 
cardinals, 50 archbishops and bishops and 
more than 1,200 priests. 


ON HOLY Thursday evening at St. 
John Lateran Basilica, Pope John Paul 
washed and kissed the feet of 12 boys from 
ages 11 to 13 who live in an orphanage in 
Rome. 


Pope John Paul’s first public activity 
on Good Friday, April 1, was to hear 
confessions in St. Peter’s Basilica. 

“ Occupying the confessional where 
Father Tommas Pinna, a 64-year-old 
Italian Franciscan, had been hearing 
confessions in French and Italian, the 
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pope spent 95 minutes administering the 
sacrament of reconciliation to a French 
seminarian, six nuns, an _ Italian 
businessman and nine lay women. 


THE POPE also participated that 
afternoon in the celebration of the Lord’s 
Passion, which featured a homily by 
Father Raniero Cantalamessa, preacher 
of the pontifical household, and a Prayer 
of the Faithful in 10 languages. 


Near the end of the ceremony, a 
shoeless Pope John Paul knelt before the 
cross that a deacon had brought to the 
altar. 


About 30,000 people, many of them 
tourists, gathered around Rome’s ancient 
Colosseum on Good Friday evening for 
the Stations of the Cross. 


THE PONTIFF carried a seven-foot- 
tall wooden cross to each of the 14 stations 
inside the arena, while speakers led the 
crowd in reciting the rosary in seven 
languages. 


The pope’s route for the service varied 
from the past because of -reconstruction 
work at the Colosseum and nearby 
monuments. At the end of the stations, he 
mounted a small stage near the Arch of 
Constantine, located near the Colosseum, 
to address the crowd. 


‘‘Through the power of the cross may 
good once more triumph over the evil that 
exists in man and in the world,”’’ he said. 


‘*BE WITH us, you who are sick and 
suffering, you who are abandoned and 
persecuted and are witnesses of the faith 
of Christ, and who in every country and 
in every land offer your passion in union 
with that of Jesus,’’ the pope added. 

The centerpiece of the Easter vigil 
service in St. Peter’s Basilica the evening 
of April 2 was the baptism — followed by 
first Communion and confirmation — of 
22 people, ranging in age from 16 to 36. 
Most of the converts came from Asia. The 
group also included two Africans, a 
Dutch girl and an English girl. 


‘‘Who am I? Who have I become as a 
Christian?’’ the pope asked the crowd of 
15,000 at the vigil. 


‘“‘ALL THE generations of disciples 
and confessors of Christ have received the 
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reply in the course of the Easter vigil,’’ he 
added. ‘‘Today we also receive it. I am 
one who has been baptized in His death.”’ 


In an Easter message to his fellow

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Eastern-Rite churches: Physical symbols, transcendental truths

Eastern-Rite Catholic churches, proud preservers of 
physical symbols of transcendental truths, hold dear the 
use of incense, processions and icons. The use of symbols 
is one striking difference in Eastern and Western Holy 
Week observances just concluded. 


There are four Eastern-Rite communities in the San 
Diego area — Chaldean, Byzantine, Ukrainian and 
Maronite. Each is thoroughly Catholic and joins Roman 
Catholics in their unity under the pope. East and West 
are united on matters of faith and morals, but differ in 
liturgical customs and laws. 


THOSE DIFFERENCES are many and vary from 
rite to rite. The Eastern traditions all employ a greater use 
of symbols than the West does. These contribute to the 
sense of mystery that is a hallmark of the Eastern 
traditions, local Eastern-Rite priests said. 


In the Chaldean Rite (pronounced Cal-dee-un) Lent 
began the Monday before the Latin Rite’s Ash 
Wednesday. The Sunday before Lent “‘is like’ a 
carnival,’’ Father Peter Kattoula said. He shepherds the 
El Cajon-centered, 600-family Chaldean community. 


Many Chaldean Good Friday observances began at 3 
p.m. with Vespers and ended with a symbolic burial of 
Christ. In the burial ceremony a sermon is said and then 
the faithful chant special hymns. A total of three sermons 
are preached that evening. 


CHURCHGOERS THEN said the Litany of the 
Cross, in which a priest or deacon takes down a special 
crucifix that has-removable nails. Each time he pulls out a 
nail he says a prayer. 


When the corpus is free of the cross it is put into a vat 
for a ceremony resembling the Jewish ritual of washing 
the dead. Quinine water or some bitter substance is put 
into the water. The worshipers must then process to the 
vat and drink some of the water. Some persons choose to 
take the water home and drink it there. 


The crucified figure is then put into a small casket that 
is shouldered by four men who process around the inside 
of the church while the congregation sings mourning 
chants and hymns. 


IN A CANDLELIT procession involving the 
casketbearers, the priests, deacons and altar servers, the 
coffin is brought to the sacristy where Jesus’ symbolic 
burial takes place. 


On Holy Saturday the Chaldean community gathered 
for a liturgy and Mass after sunset. One symbolic gesture 
occurs when the celebrant goes to the sacristy and brings 
out a cross covered in black linen. 


Three times he chants, ‘‘Now, in fact, Jesus Christ has 
risen from the dead,’’ and each time the people chant in 
reply, ‘‘Amen.’’ After each ‘‘amen,’’ the celebrant 
removes a little of the cloth. At the end of the ceremony 
everyone comes forward to venerate the uncovered 
crucifix with a kiss. 


EASTER MASS began early in the morning and 
includes Matins, a Mass and processions. Easter week 
cbservations for the San Diego-area Chaldean 
community were very simple because they must worship 
in Santa Sophia Roman Catholic Church in Spring 
Valley. When the Chaldean Rite’s own church is finished 
later this summer, it will be designed to accommodate 
their liturgies, Father Kattoula said. 


The past Lenten season meant extra liturgies and 
personal sacrifices for members of the Byzantine Rite. 
Lent began for them the Monday after Cheesefare 
Sunday, said Father Joseph Ridella, pastor of Holy 
Angels Byzantine Church. Holy Angels parish, located in 
Serra Mesa, has 100 registered families. 


Cheesefare Sunday is spent enjoying the things the 
Eastern-Rite Catholics must give up during Lent which 
begins the Monday before the West’s Ash Wednesday. 
Byzantine Catholics eat no meat or dairy products on the 
first day of Lent and on Good Friday, “‘in the spirit of 
repentance and as an act of sacrifice,’’ Father Ridella 
said. 


HOLY THURSDAY was observed with the Liturgy 


> of St. Basil and Vespers, a service that can be held in the 


morning or the evening. 


Good Friday observances in the Byzantine Rite began 
with Matins, the morning prayer of the whole Church: 
All four Gospel accounts of the Passion were read. Hymns 
of praise were included in the 12-part narration that 
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details everything from the washing of the feet to the 
burial of Jesus. 


A solemn Vespers service was celebrated on Good 
Friday evening. The parishioners sang about Christ’s 
burial in a darkened church that symbolized the way the 
sun was darkened by clouds as Christ died. 


VESPERS ENDED with a replica of the Holy Shroud 
of Christ’s body being carried by the priest in a procession 
around the church. As in the Chaldean Rite, the 
representation of Christ was symbolically buried inside 
the church. In contrast to the joyous ringing of a bell used 
to herald the beginning of church services, a bell with a 
wooden clapper was used to close the service on Good 
Friday. 

Holy Saturday included Vespers and a liturgy — the 
only Byzantine liturgy of the year in which the ‘‘Alleluia’’ 
is not sung. 


On Holy Saturday evening or at dawn on Easter the 
resurrection services began with the priest taking the Holy 
Shroud from the tomb and placing it on the altar where it 
stays for 40 days, symbolizing that Jesus stayed with his 
apostles 40 days after His resurrection. 


“IT IS ONE of the greatest services we have. It is a 
beautiful ritual. It is very soul-stirring and inspirational,”’ 
Father Ridella said of the candlelit Byzantine Easter 
service. 


After the service, parishioners traditionally share foods 
blessed earlier by their priest. 


Ukrainian Catholic (Byzantine-Rite) Easter services 
have been known to last as long as six hours, but the 
average length of the Resurrection celebration is one to 
two-and-a-half hours, Father Paul Graskow, pastor of 
Our Lady of Perpetual Help Church on Winona Avenue 
in San Diego, said. 

UKRAINIAN CATHOLIC parishes have a ceremony 
for each day of Holy Week, Father Graskow said. On 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday his parish celebrated a 
“Liturgy of the Presanctified,’’ a communion service 
similar to the one Western Rite churches have on Good 
Friday. 

Holy Thursday observances include the Divine Liturgy 
of St. Basil the Great and Vespers. Scripture readings, 
mainly from the Old Testament, are part of the service. 
In the evening service, believers listen to 12 Gospel 
readings pertaining to the Passion. 


The Royal Hours of the Breviary are recited on the 
first, third, sixth and ninth hours of the day. In the 
afternoon or evening, the Vespers Service of Holy 
Saturday is followed by a procession with a shroud, an 
embroidered cloth symbol of Jesus’ burial garment; the 
Jerusalem Matins prayer is then recited. 


UKRAINIAN CATHOLICS gathered at the door of 
their church on Easter Sunday. The priest and his 
assistants knock on the church door and lead the people 
in, symbolic of the women who came to Christ’s tomb on 
the first Easter Sunday. 
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Matins of the Resurrection, which is chanted, is ‘‘very 
joyous and triumphant in spirit,’’ Father Graskow said. 
The celebration of the Divine Liturgy concludes the 
Easter service. 


The end of Lenten fasting is then celebrated, as 
parishioners ‘“‘break out in song and dance in 
celebration,’’ Father Graskow said. That is the moment 
when elaborately decorated Easter eggs and special Easter 
foods are brought forth. 


MARONITE CATHOLICS meet for services once a 
month at Holy Angels Byzantine Church with Father 
Dennis Krouse, a USD professor with permission to 
celebrate the Maronite liturgy (not called Mass, but 
‘‘Service of the Holy Mysteries of the Maronite 
Antiochene Church’’), 

The Maronite Easter celebration is called the Service of 
Peace ‘‘wherein man is restored to union with God. The 
whole liturgy emphasizes peace within the Christian 
family and within the world,’’ Father Krouse said. 


Easter services are very much like regular Sunday 
liturgies, Father Krouse said. ‘‘For Easter, the unique 
difference is a procession with a glorified cross.’’ The 
procession circles the interior of the church three times. A 
‘‘glorified cross’’ can be an icon of Christ’s resurrection 
or a precious cloth draped across a cross.

The ABC-TV miniseries, The Thorn 
Birds, which aired last week (Holy Week) 
has been criticized by a Catholic Church 
official and others, but the Catholic actor 
who portrayed the show’s ‘‘other priest’’ 


‘thinks the timing was appropriate and 


that the show portrayed ‘‘the joy and pain 
of service to God.”’ 


The TV production, taken from the 
book The Thorn Birds by Colleen 
McCullough, is the story of a priest in 
Australia, Father Ralph de Bricassart, 
whose hard work makes him a cardinal 
but whose career and emotions are torn 
by his love for Meggie Cleary, with whom 
he has an affair and a son, who himself 
becomes a priest. 


THE STORY, besides showing the 
joys and sorrows of serving God, was 
“‘absolutely appropriate for Holy Week,”’ 
supporting star Philip Anglim said. 

Anglim, a_ soft-spoken, amiable 
30-year-old actor whose credits include a 
Tony Award for his portrayal of the 
Elephant Man on stage, plays Dane, the 
illegitimate son of Meggie and_ her 
beloved Father Ralph. 


Anglim noted that the airing of the TV 
production during Holy Week ‘‘was not 
coincidental’’ but came at the end of 
ABC’s fiscal quarter when profits and 
commercial spots are highly important. 


THE SAN Francisco native remarked 
that ABC may have anticipated some 
Catholic opposition to the timing of the 
series because it had sent letters to ABC 
affiliates advising them to expect 
criticism. :

of Malibu Parish, Malibu, Calif. ‘‘The 
book never condones (Father Ralph’s) 
behavior,’’ he said.

TEHERAN, Iran (NC) — Iranian 
Christians celebrated Easter Sunday as 
the day of Christ’s ‘‘insurrection,”’ 
according to a report on Radio Teheran.

Porno a $6 billion industry, says cardinal 


WASHINGTON (NC) — A group of 
anti-pornography and religious leaders, 
including Cardinal John Krol of 
Philadelphia, Supreme Knight Virgil 
Dechant of the Knights of Columbus and 
Jesuit Father Morton A. Hill, president 


of Morality in Media, urged President ~ 


Reagan March 28 to enforce the nation’s 
laws against pornography. 

The group met with Reagan at the 
White House after briefings by high-level 
federal officials, among them William 
Webster, director of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, and Postmaster General 
Ray Bolger. 

DURING THE visit with Reagan, 
“‘we were asking for more vigorous 
enforcement of existing laws’’ against 
pornography, Cardinal Krol said later. 
He said the president was ‘‘totally 
sympathetic.”’ 

“Pornography is a $6 billion industry 
in the United States,’’ the cardinal added. 
““Tt’s thought that 90 percent of this is 
controlled by organized crime. If they 
simply enforced the laws on the books, 
this could break the back -of the 
pornography industry.”’ 

The group also asked Reagan to 
consider appointing a federal coordinator 
of anti-pornography efforts carried out by 
such agencies as the Justice Department, 
Customs Service, Postal Service, FBI and 
others. 


THE MEETING was set up by the 


New York-based Morality in Media, a. 


national anti-pornography organization. 
Among the participants were Mary 
Murray, past national regent of the 
Catholic Daughters of the Americas; 
Father Miltiades Efthimiou, who heads 


laity programs for the Greek Orthodox 
Archdiocese of North and South 
America; and the Rev. Adrian Rogers, 
immediate past president of the Southern 
Baptist Convention. 


Father Hill said that the federal 
government has not done enough to 
combat pornography. 


He said the* Justice Department has 
maintained a policy of ‘‘lip-service 
enforcement’’ of anti-pornography laws. 
“Trafficking. in hard-core pornography 
has flourished in a vacuum of law 
enforcement, allowing it to become 
organized crime’s third most lucrative 
money-maker behind drugs and 
gambling.”’ 

FATHER HILL said that a lack of 
interest in anti-pornography efforts by the 
Justice Department has ‘‘all but 
eliminated the protection to which the 
American people are entitled. This 
attitude is so entrenched that only 
personal intervention by the president can 
change it.”’ 


He added that he thinks Reagan will 
take action against pornography. ‘‘His 
attitude is refreshing,’’ he said of the 
president. If a federal push against 
pornography is undertaken, ‘‘this whole 
sex industry can be turned around within 
18 months,”’ he said. 


Dechant, of the Knights of Columbus, 
said he was ‘‘favorably impressed’’ by the 
meetings with Reagan and other officials. 
“I got the impression there was a real 
commitment on the part. of the 
administration’’ to fight pornography. ‘I 
don’t think we were given lip-service. I 
think the president and his team mean 
business.”’ 
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adviser, Jesuit Father Terry Sweeney of 
Loyola-Marymount University, Los 
Angeles, was instrumental in guiding him 
and Chamberlain through dialogue in 
which priests talk about the commitment 
and sacrifice that all clerics face. 


The important thing to remember, 
Anglim emphasized, is ‘‘the extent to 
which Ralph suffers, the amount of guilt, 
the amount of self-torture which is pulling 
him apart because of his passion for 
Meggie. If he were to feel no guilt, not 
feel the full weight of the sin, then that 
would be objectionable.’’ 


Richard Hirsch, U.S. Catholic 
Conference secretary of communication, 
complained March 17 that showing the 
miniseries during Holy Week was ‘‘poor 
timing”’ and ‘‘an affront to good taste and 
religious sensibilities.”’ 


Presentation of The Thorn Birds was 
also protested by various religious groups, 
including the Cursillo movement in the 
Corpus Christi, Texas, Diocese. 


McDONALD’S fast-food chain 
reportedly advised its franchise holders 
they should not sponsor parts of The 
Thorn Birds series unless they do so 
before the priest breaks his celibacy vow.
